of Iufamy and Reproach upon thoſe whoſe Lives are a 
Diſgrace to this, and every other Society, 


To you, Right Worſhipful, I now deliver this Em- 


blem of that Power with which you are now inveſted ;

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alway s make uſe of it (indeed I have no Joube: but 
dae you will) for the Good of our benevolent Inſti- 
tution, and let us all look up to you, as to our Guar- 
dian Angel. 

I now ; preſent to you, Right Worſhipful, that Piece 
of Divine Furniture, ſo eſſential to our Craft. In thoſe 
facred Writings are to be found the ſublime Parts of our 
Antient Myſtery ; in them are moſt ſtrongly portrayed 
the ſocial and moral Duties, without which no Man can 
be a Maſon. Theſe Writings you will, doubtleſs, di- 
re& your Lodges carefully to read, to conſult, and to 
ſtudy. 

I next, Sir, deliver to you thoſe Tools of operative 
Maſonry, which are to Free and Accepted Maſons the 
moſt expreſſive Symbols. ---T heſe will direct you, Righhc 
Worſhipful, to reduce all rude Matter into proper 
Form, to bring to due Subjection (ſhould human 
frailty render it neceſſary) the jarring and irregular 
Paſſions of your Lodges, and to circumſcribe them by 
Harmony, Order, and good Decorum. 

And laſtly, Sir, I preſent to you the Book of Conſti- 
tutions, in which are contained the Rules and Orders 
made at different Periods for the good Government of 
the Society; in which thoſe Charges are to be met 
with, which ſhews its Nature, its Wiſdom, and its uti- 
lity.---This Book, Right Worſhipful, you will, without 
doubt, dire& your Lodges to make themſelves well ac- 
quainted with ;---to endeavour to elucidate ſuch Paſ- 
ſages as 4 obſcure ; to endeavour to throw upon 
Maſonry that Brightneſs i it deſerves, and to make it, in 
all its Parts, worthy the Attention of Men the moſt 
penetrating and judicious. 

The Society, Sir, over which you preſide, is form- 
ed upon a benevolent Plan.
